SHUT UP SHOP. 


The State Bank of Fort Scott Was 
Crippled by a Cashier. 
KANSAS CITY, Oct. 14.—A special to 
the Star from Fort Scott, Kan., says 
that a sensation was created this morn- 
ing when Vice-President J. J. Stewart 
of the State Bank posted the following 
notice: “This bank is closed subject to 
the order of the State Bank Commis- 
sioner. Deposttors will be paid in full. 
The failure to open is caused by the de- 

falcation of the cashier.” 

A large crowd of excited depositors 
gathered. Cashier J. R. Coleman had 
the utmost confidence of all. He had 
been cashier since the bank organized 
in 1884. Last Wedne he left town, 
saying that he was g0 to his old 
home in Jerseyville, III., whe 
is visiting.

the bank today the officials say: 

“The loss will fall wholly upon the 
stockholders, as the assets of the bank 
are amply sufficient to pay all depos- 
itors. It is now known that when Cole- 
man left on Wednesday he had no in- 
tention of returning. He was under a 
St. Louis specialist’s care last week for 
nervous trouble. On Friday he wrote 
to President Coon that he had become a 
wreck. Coleman's irregularities up to

telegraphed to Coleman to remain in 
St. Louis and went on to meet him. 
There, on Saturday night, in the pres- 
ence of his wife and brother-in-law and 
President Coon, Coleman made a con- 
fession.

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) In a télegram from Para, 
Brazil, the Herald's  correspond- 
ent says that word has been re- 
ceived in Rio that an armed Brit- 
ish force is marching through Bra- 
zilian territory. The objective point of 
the body is that part of Venezucla 
claimed by the British government. The 
column has already crossed the Ta- 
cutu River. 
SAYS IT’S NONE OF OUR BUSINESS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. — (Special 
| Dispatch.) The officials of the State De- 


partment believe that Great Britain 
has definitely decided to refuse arbitra- 
tion of the Vénezuelan boundary dis- 
| pute. This belief leads to the uncom- 
fortable feeling that serious trouble is 
in store for the United States, and that 
Great Britain is likely to show stubborn 
resistance to the efforts of this govern- 
ment to apply the Monroe doctrine to 
this case. The State Department offi- 
clals of high rank express the belief 
that Sir Julian Pauncefote has returned 
to America with instructions to resist, 
not only the demands of the Venezue- 
lans. but to maintain that the United 
States has no proper voice in the mat- 
ter beyond the exercise if its good of- 


ces. 
This opinion is based on an interview 
with Sir Julian which appeared in a 
New York paper a few days ago, tele- 
graphed from Canada. Sir Julian said 
that while Great Britain might be will- 
ing to arbitrate certain phases affect- 
ing the boundary dispute between his 
country and Venezuela, would 
never consent to 
arbitration, as some of he claims made 
Venezuela were preposterous and 
ected British rights that were too 
well-established, to be open to discus- 
sion. 

He went so far as to mention the line 
beyond which Great Britain would not 
arbitrate, and this pre-empted region 
involves the whole question. In the 
eyes of the State Department there is 
great significance to be attached to this 
interview. Sir Julian is too experienced 
a diplomat and has had too long train- 
ing in the British Foreign Office to in- 
dulge in any loose talking.

Foreign Missionarics,. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SYRACUSE N. .) Oct. 14.—This was 
the last day’s session of the National 
Council of the Congrekational churches 
of the United States. Among the sub- 
jects on the programme was universal 
peace, marriage and divorce, prison re- 
form and Sunday observance. The Com- 
mittee on Protection of Americans 
Abroad submitted resolutions through 
the Rev. RB. G. Northrup of Clinton, 
Conn., deciaring that: 


“Our citizens engaged in religious and 
educational work abroad are entitled to 
the same protection from the American 
government as is given to the traveler 
or trader. We do therefore respectfully 
ask and confidently expect ov~ govern- 
ment to give full attention an; all the 
possible protection to such missionaries 
Aus well as to other citizens living or 
visiting abroad and we recognize the 
faithfulness with which this duty has 
been performed from time to time. In 
this particular the wrongs done to our 
missionaries in the Caroline Islands, in 
China and in Turkey have not been 
fully atoned for or punished by the 
governments responsible, therefore. 

We deeply deplore the massacre in 
China of a number of weak mission- 


In any spirit of vengeance, but with a 
desire for protection, that when possible 
by diplomatic representatives and 
where necessary by more vigorous ac- 
tion, it may be made clear that our 
government will not fail to give all due 
protection to its citizens whose work 
abroad is an honor to our nation anda 
blessing to those countries in which 
their labors are expended.” 

Rev. Mr. Northrup said that the com- 
mittee had agreed that more vigorous 
language would be justified, but 
thought the results would be better if 
diplomatic language was used. The re- 
port of the committee on the Religious 
Needs of the Army and Navy was made 
by the Rev. D. C. Mills of Cleveland. It 
condemned the post canteen system 
and asserted that there is immediate 
need of an increase in the number of 
army chaplains. 

Upon the subject of universal peace, 
the Rev. Henry Hazen presented the 
following resolution which was unani- 
mously adopted: “Resolved, that this 
council concurs with @ny other ecclesi- 
astical body in this and other countries 
in a petition on behalf of universal 
peace and authorizes the secretary to 
sign the petition.” 

The membership of a number of 
standing committees was announced. 

The following is the Committee on Ar- 
rangements for next session: Rev. Mr. 
Wallace of Oregon, Rev. D. W. Williams 
of California, G. M. Hills of Oregon, 
Rev. H. L. Hallock of Washington, 
President McClelland of Oregon.

Abram Rhimes Makes His Eighth

Rhimes of Fulton, county has applied 
for his eighth divorce. He is 70 years 
old. His marital career had its incep- 
tion on March 21, 1876, when he was 
mafried to Miss Emaline Gandy, who 
obtained a divorge November 4,, 1881, 
on the ground of cruel treatment.

January 6, 1887, Rhimes found 
peace of mind in an alliance with Miss 
Lavina Straw, but again the divorce 
court recorded the old story of domestic 
infelicity. Miss Anna Rowland became 
wife No. 5, and peace or happiness 
reigned for upward of a year. On 

1889, Rhimes was again. di- 
voroed, and on July 14, 1896, tried it 
again, Miss Martha Overtree being the

a divorce on the plea that his 
wife had attacked him with a r of 
scissors. 
Miss Rachael Magnum was the next 
wooed and won, their wedding taking 
place on March 23, 1893. He was di- 
vorced from her on September 18, 1894. 
Rhimes repented of the action, and on 
March 25, 1895, ne again married Miss 
Magnum, who was his last and eighth 
wife. They quarrelled, but the court 
refused the much-married husband a 
divorce. Rhimes is determined to se- 
cure a decree, and he has gone to Mich- 
igan to acquire a residence, where he 
will seek to annul the tie. 


THE HYPNOTISM FAKE. 


A Subject” of Four Years’ Standing 
Ready to Confess. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—Harry Davis, 
who has for four years been a profes- 
sionsl hypnotic subject, has publicly de- 
clared that hypnotism is a fraud and 
has issued a challenge to all professors 
of that science to meet him in public 
at any time or place, Davis agreeing to 
obey any instructions given him and 
defying any professor to hynotize him. 

Davis, who is but 23 years old, has 
lived in Chicago for seven years, and 
during the last four years has appeared 
in hundreds of public and private exhi- 
bitions of so-called professors of hypno- 
tism. He has undergone every alleged 
test known to the profession and the 
details of these have appeared in news- 
papers and medical journals not only 
in this country, butin Europe. Despite 
these facts the young man asserts that 
he has not been hypnotized and says he 
is capable of performing and explaining 
any test known. . 

Davis is perfectly earnest in his de- 
sire to expose hypnotism, which, he 
says, he realizes has become more than 
a mere amusement. He explains a num- 
ber of so-called tests and among others, 
refers to his famous hypnotic sleep of 
seven days recently, in a North Side 
theater. He says: “Three of us took 
turns sleeping in that bed. We took 
the janitor of the theater into the deal 
the first night and the next night the 
watchman. I was down town every 
day that week, while the public sup- 
posed I was sleeping in the theater.” 

Great interest is attached to the pro- 
posed expose, owing to the fact that a 
number of people have been taken in 
by professors or teachers of hypnotism.

THOSE NEW TROOPS. 


THEY RAISE CAIN IN THE HER- 
"MIT KINGDOM. 


The Queen Didn’t Like Their Style 
and They Resented Her Lack 
of Good Taste. 


She ie Now. Missing and is Thought 
to Have Gone Where Fashion 
Cuts no Figure. 


The Japanese Troops Took No Part 
in the Melee at the Palace Save 
to Assist in the Prevention 
Bleodshed. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED ?RESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Informa- 
tion of the formidable upfising in Ko- 
rea, resulting in the disappearance and 
probable death of the Queen, and the 
landing of military forces by the 
United States and European powers, 
has been received by Minister Kurino 
of Japan from the Foreign Office at 
Tokio. It is quite sensational, indicat- 
ing the landing of marines by Russia, 
the United States and probably Great 
Britain. The latest dispatch to Min- 
ister Kurino states that a force of Rus- 
sian marines, forty in number, has 
been landed, Thus far they have con- 
fined themselves to guarding the Rus- 
sian Legation at Seoul. United States 
marines were landed from the York- 
town to the number of sixteen. It is 
believed -that British marines have 
been landed. Besides these, the Jap- 
anese have a considerable force of sol- 
diers at Seoul, who have been pre- 
serving order. 

The dispatchés come from Tokio and 
communicate the substance of dis- 
patches received from Gen. Mira, the 
Japanese envoy at Seoul. They are 
dated from the 9th to the 12th insts., 
and it appears from these dispatches 
that the trouble had its inception 
throughtheQueen'sdislikeof thenewly- 
organized soldiery of Korea. The old 
soldiers had the primitive equipment 
of the far East} but with the progress 
ofJapanese influence in Korea two bat- 
talions of Korean troops were orga- 
nized on ‘modern methods. Each bat- 
talion numbered 600 men, armed with 
modern weapons. They were well- 
drilled and officered, 

When the Queen showed her disfa- 
vor toward these new troops, they ap- 
pealed to the Tai Won Kun, a power- 
ful chief; who has long been at enmity 
with the Queen. He accepted the lead- 
ership of the new troops, and at the 
head of one battalion entered the 
Queen’s palace. The native soldiers 
fled from the palace. The Tokio dis- 
patch did not state what had become 
of the Queen further than that she 
had disappeared and cannot be lo- 


| cated. The officials are inclined to be- 


lieve, however, that the unofficial re- 
ports of the Queen’s death are true. 
The japanese government, the dispatch 
further states, acted quickly on the 
reports and has appointed a commis- 
sion to inquire into the facts. 

Meantime it is emphatically denied. 
that the Queen’s death, if it has oc- 
curred, was due to the Japanese. One 
report says that a Japanese soshi killed 
the Queen. This is not yet confirmed 
in the dispatches received here. The 
officials say ‘that the soshi are an irre- 
sponsible and lawless class, and that 
their acts cannot be laid to the Japanese 
people or government. 

Gen. Mira's reports also cover the 
work of the Japanese s in preserv- 
ing order. These troops ‘were stationed 
opposite the palace, having secured 
this point of vantage some time -ince 
through the Korean government. They 
took no part in the attack on the palace, 
if it had occurred, when the native 
troops were fleeing and the new bat- 
captu e palace, the Japanese 
troops in preventing bloodshed 
and disorder. It is probable that some 
deaths occurred during the melee. Fol- 
lowing this came the landing of the 
United States and Russian marines, 
and, it is believed, the landing of the 
British. | 

The latest indications are that the 
Tai Won Kun and the King are in con- 
trol of affairs at the Korean capital. 
The King has been the nominal ruler, 
but the Queen has heretofore been rec- 
ognized as the real ruler. The influence 
of the King and the Tai Won Kun are 
distinctly favorable to the Japanese. 

At the Korean legation no word has 
been received from the disturbed cap- 
ital, The officials are much exercised, 
and do not doubt that the Queen has 
met her death, although th are not 
ready to abandon hope. If officiel con- 
firmation is received, there will be such 
formal ceremony as is usual on the 
death of a 83 The legation will 
to into mourning, but there is not likely 
to be a funeral service, although this 
has been considered as a further mark 
of respect. :

It is reported that important develop-:

Exploration has been continued 
at the 1950 level by running a crosscut 
east, and it is now reported that, after 
penetrating a considerable distance, pay 
rock has again been encountered. 
Whether it is a continuation of the old 
Kennedy ledge, which has de- 
flected or broken at this point, or an en- 
tirely distinct ore shoot, remains to be 
seen. In either case, the discovery, if 
correctly reported, is important, not 
only in its bearing upon the future of 
the Kennedy, but of the whole mineral 
region hereabouts. The Kennedy peo- 
ple have for some time past been qui- 
etly buying up ground to the east of 
their claim, so that there can be little 
room to dispute. their title to the ore 
body, in any event. 

A representative of the Republican 
visited the location of the tunnel to tap 
Butte basin last week. It is in the 
gulch on the lower side of the road to 
Big Bar bridge, near Jackson.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—The trial 
of Theodore Durrant for the murder of 
Blanche Lamont did not go on this 
morning. So many of the jurors are 
business men that, it being collection 
day, the court adjourned until tomor- 
row. It is not unlikely that the court 

‘will tomorrow morning take a further 
adjournment. Attorney Deuprey, the 
leading counsel for the defendant, is 
‘confined to hig bed with rheumatism, 
and his associates will base this as a 
reason for continuance for several days 
Although the court is known to be op- 
posed to delay in this trial, it is be- 
lieved, under the circumstances, that he 
will grant the continuance. In that 
case the trial will hot likely be resumed 
before next Monday. 

Meantime Durrant remains in his cell, 
never leaving it even for the customary 
exercising in the corridors. It is said 
that he is becoming exceedingly irri- 
table. Since he finished with his testi- 
mony in Judge Murphy's court the de- 
fendant has lost considerable vivacity, 
and, instead of being careless and in- 
different, he is serious and troubled. 
For the first time since his arrest the 
medical student seems impressed with 
the proper idea of his terrible position. 
At last it has.dawned on him that he 
may be convicted, and, as he realizes 
the force of the chain of circumstances 
against him, he has become much de- 

pressed. 

Attorney Dickinson, for Durrant, to- 
day remarked that he thought the de- 
fense would be able to put in the bal- 
ance of its testimony in two days or 
less. Then the prosecution will present 
its witnesses in rebuttal. Dist.-Atty. 
Barnes says he will handle them 
rapidly, but Dickinson is preparing to 
eross- question these witnesses at 
length, and on that account it need cre- 
ate no surprise if another week is de- 
voted to the work of taking testimony. 

Although Captain of Detectives 
Lees is busily engaged in the trial of 
Durrant for the murder of Blanche La- 
mont he is not overlooking the Minnie 


’ ‘Williams case, but is still gathering 


evidence to be used when the trial of 
that case is begun. Many think that 
in the event the prisoner is convicted 
of the killing - of Blanche Lamont he 
will not be put on trial for the murder 
of Minnie Williams. Capt. Lees and the 
District Attorney have made up their 
minds, however, to press both cases? 
Just how soon the second trial will be- 
gin has not been determined, as a date 
for the hearing has not been set. 


NEARING AN END. 
[ SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—The thir- 
teenth week of the Durrant trial will 


_ commence with the opening of the court 
tomorrow, there being no session today 


in order to accommodate the business 
men on the jury. It is believed that 
both sides will close their testimony be- 
fore the week is out.

RAILROAD COMMISSION ENJOINED. 


The Southern Pacific Fighting Re- 
duced Rates in the Courts. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—The 
Southern Pacific Company of Kentucky 
has asked the United States Circuit 
Court for the Northern District of Cali- 
fornia to enjoin the California Board of 
Railroad Commissioners from putting 
into effect on October 16 next the pro- 
posed 8 per cent. reduction on local 
wheat rates, which were established by 
the Southern Pacific’s grain tariff in 
1889. The corporation seeks also to have 
the commissioners enjeined from carry- 
ing into effect the resolution of Septem- 


der 12, last, by which it is proposed to 


make an average reduction of 25 per 
cent. in all the rates of the road, in 
effect December 1, 1894. 
The Southern Pacific filed a lengthy 
complaint in the United States Court 
today. Judge McKenna immediately 
issued a temporary injunction directed 
to the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners, restraining the commissioners 
from putting their reduction order into 
effect and directing them to show cause 
next Monday morning why the injunc- 
tion should not be made permanent 
until further proceedings can be had 
going to show the reasonableness or 
injustice of the actions complained of. 
The complaint presented to Judge 
McKenna shows that the railroad com- 
pany is in the main pinning its case 
on the evider-e it submitted recently 
to the commissioners as to why the 
rates shouid not be reduced. 
The Southern Pacific people lay great 
stress on this point: That their evi- 
dence before the commissioners showed 


| that for the year 1894 the company had 


a deficit of some $240,000 after operating 


expenses and fixed charges were paid, 
or, in other words, that the .concern 
was behind that sum last year after 
paying all expenses. The evidence that 
for the first six months of 1895 there 
was a deficit of $1,500,000 is also dwelt 
upon. The conclusion is then drawn by 
the complaint that Larue and Stanton, 
in voting for the 8 per cent. reduction 
on wheat, did not do so in good faith, 
or as the result of a bona fide deter- 
mination that the reduction was just 
and reasonable, but allowed a party 
pledge to control them in their official 
conduct without regard to the reason- 
ableness of the reduction of rates. 
Hence the company charges that the 
conduct of Larue and Stanton is 
“fraudulent and void as to your orator, 


and deprives orator of its property 


without due process of law and denies 
it the mutual protection of the law.“ 

Larue’s alleged prejudice is touched 
on in the following language: “Your 
orator further alleges that the defend- 
ant, H. M. Larue, is and for many years 
past has been engaged in the business of 
raising agricultural produce and pur- 
chasing and dealing in the same in Cal- 
ifornia and in the conduct of his said 
business has been and still is and will 
necessarily continue to be a very exten- 
sive shipper of freight over the lines of 
the railroad operated in California by 
your orator as aforesaid and as such 
has an interest adverse to your orator 
in the reduction of rates without regard 
to their reasonableness and was and is 
disqualified to adjust and determine 
the rates of freight which should be 
justly and reasonably charged by your 
orator over said lines of railroad; but, 
aotwithstanding such disqualification, 
sald defendant Larue has undertaken, 
as aforesaid, to fix and establish such 
rates. 

The complaint then sets forth the 
company’s prediction that it will be a 


great deal more out of pocket than it. 


is already, unless a legal guard 
thrown up to protect it from Larue and 
Stanton. 

It is alleged that the corporation has 

no proper remedy at common law, and 
that adequate relief can be granted 
only by a court of equity. The com- 
plaint alleges that the proposed re- 
duced rates would require the road to 
carry many classes of freight at less 
than cost, and that such loss cannot 
and will not be made good in whole or 
in part by rates 6n other commodities 
as fixed by the commissioners. The 
loss by such proposed rates is put 
down at $1,600,000 annually, and it is 
set forth that such loss would prevent 
the company from providing for main- 
taining the road in proper and safe 
working order. Local reduced rates 
would also affect interstate business, 
to Huntington’s sworn state- 
ment. 
The greater portion of the pleading 
is taken up with an enumeration of 
the Southern Pacific Company’s bonded 
debts, and of points touched by the 
various lines. The character of the 
complaint as a whole, and the fact 
that the Federal courts have been re- 
quested to ignore the railroad commis. 
sioners, indicate that Huntington in- 
tends to make the same fight that he 
did several years ago against the 
Texas railroad commissioners. The 
Texas commissioners were enjoined by 
Judge McCormick at Galveston, and 
his decision was sustained by the 
United States Supreme Court. Hunt- 
ington and Attorney Herrin expres 
the opinion that there is considerable 
similarity between the Texas case and 
the California case, and say they ex- 
pect to win because of the similarity. 

Railroad Commissioner Larue of Sac- 
ramento, who was in the city tonight, 
said that the Federal authorities had 
served a restraining order on him early 
in the evening enjoining him from mak- 
ing any reductions in Southern Pacific 
rates and directing him to appear in 


court before Judge McKenna next Mon- 


fay morning. A copy ot the railroad’s 
complaint was also servéd upon him. 
As I understand the matter,” he 
observed, “the commissioners ate en- 
joined temporarily by the Circuit Court 
from putting into operation on October 
16 their 8 per cent. reduction in local 
grain rates. Then on Monday next we 
are to appear before Judge McKenna 
and show cause why an injunction 
should not be issued against the com- 
missioners, not only preventing them 
from putting into force the reduced 
grain rates, but stopping them or any 
other person from suing the railroad 
for the $20,000 and $5000 penalties pro- 
vided by the State Constitution where a 
railroad charges higher rates than es- 
tablished by the law. 

“The injunction also goes to the ex- 
tent of restraining us from making 
other reductions we had under consid- 
eration or were about to make. The 
commissioners will, of course, make 
their appearance in the Federal court. 
Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald will be there on 
their behalf and I think that between 
now and the end of the week Dr. Stan- 
ton and myself will agree upon some 
attorney to assist him. I intend to see 
Mr. Fitzgerald in the morning. 

“Judging from the subpoena served 
on me today, I should think the whole 
matter will go over until some time in 
November. Meantime, of course, our 
work must come to a standstill so far 
as the Southern Pacific is concerned. 
I presume that in November the ques- 
tion of the reasonableness of the com- 
mission's reductions will be tried on the 
evidence submitted by the commission 
and the railroad. The court will decide 
whether the commission is to be per- 
manently enjoined from reducing the 
Southern Pacific rates.“ 


ALUETIAN VOLCANOES. 


Wonderful Display Witnessed Along 
the Border of Bering Sea. 
(REGULAR ASSOVIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—The rev- 
enue cutter Commodore Perry has re- 
turned from the northern sea, where 


she has been confronted every night 


for weeks by a gigantic line of fire. As 
Capt. Smith expresses it: The devil’s 
stokers have been stirring up the sub- 
terranean sea of flames that is supposed 
to lie thousands of feet under the 
Bering's bed and as a consequence fully 
twenty of the forty volcanoes in the 
Aleutian chain are now active.“ 

The line of islands lying between the 
Bering Sea and the Pacific Ocean be- 
long to the United States, and on them 
are probably the only active volcanoes 
lying within American territory. Much 
has been written of Bogaslov Island, 
which has been throwing up a cloud of 
steam at times for years, but it was 
siiaposed that all the other peaks on 
this singular line of islands were ex- 
tinct craters only. 

Now, as far as the eye can reach 
from any point in the Bering Sea, ad- 
jacent or even at a distance from the 
famous seal islands, the rising smoke 
and steam can be seen in both direc- 
tions. The eruption is general and so 
very lively that at night the airy col- 
umns take on the reflections of the fires 
deep in the earth beneath the craters. 
Nowhere else on the globe can such a 
sight be witnessed. 

In the daytime only the white smoke 
or steam is visible. As dusk comes and 
darkness follows the wonder grows. The 
brighter columns show up in the cold 
Alaskan night first, and as it gets darker 
other vivid curls of smoke are to be 
seen at greater distance. Sometimes. 
when the position of the observer is ad- 
vantageous, a dozen or fifteen of these 
modern pillars of fire are in sight. The 
show of subterranean force is the most 
noteworthy ever observed on American 
soil. As proof of the mighty power 
that is at work beneath the islands, a 
neck of land has been forced up out of 
the sea between Bogaslov and Old Be 
aslov and the two islands are now one. 
It is queer-looking land. The rocks in 
this neck are manifestly of volcanic 


origin, black and smooth in surface as 
if once melted. 
A WARRANT FOR A JUROR. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oot. H. 
Brodenstein aplied for a warrant for 
the arrest of Juror Smythe of the Dur- 


rant case today. The charge is that 
Smythe assaulted Brodenstein’s boy. 
The latter was sitting on Smythe's 
fence. Smythe, it is alleged, struck 
the boy on the back with a cane, in- 
flicting serious injuries. The police are 
afraid the incident may delay the Dur- 
rant trial. 


THE MODERN ARGONAUTS. 


Annual Convention of the California 
Miners’ Association. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14. — The 
fourth annual convention of the Call- 
fornia Miners’ Association met this 
morning. About four hundred people 
were present when the convention was 
called to order by President J. H. Neff 
in a brief address. Hugh Craig of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
made an address of*welcome, in which 
he said the State and city owe a debt 
of gratitude to the miners who laid the 
foundation of the commonwealth. The 
Committee on Credentials, consisting of 
one delegate from each county, was 
then named by the chair and the con- 
vention took a recess. 

An important address to the fourth 
annual convention of the association 
was made by Jacob Neff, the presi- 
dent, in the afternoon. In it he dealt 
with the subject which has been giving 
the association the most serious con- 
cern during the year, namely, ts con- 
tention with the railroad with reference 
to mineral lands. Neff’s remarks were 
vigorous. He told the miners that if 
they want to keep up this fight and 
otherwise carry out the objects of the 
association they must furnish funds. 

“In accordance with the instructions 
of the mimers’ convention of 1894, con- 
siderable time has been devoted during 
the year to prevent further encroach- 
ments on the mineral lands by the rail- 
road companies,“ he said. The posi- 
tion of the association is very simple. 
It has no fight with the railroad com- 
panies other than seeing that justice is 
done to the mining community. It does 
not want anything which belongs to 
them; does not wish to interfere with 
any of their rights; does not desire to 
obstruct or hinder them in obtaining 
title to lands which properly belong to 
them or to meddle in any way in the 
conduct of their affairs, but this asso- 
ciation does intend, if it is possible, to 
prevent these companies obtaining title 
to any more mineral lands in the State 
under guise of agricultural land. 

“As you all know, such mineral lands 
were expressly and in plain language 
excepted from the grants made to these 
roads by the Congress of the United 
States. The railroad companies them- 
selves acknowledge this to be the fact; 
yet, by the iniquitous system which has 
been carried on for years in the patent- 
ing of these lands, hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of the mineral domain 
has passed from the possession of the 
government into the ownership of these 
corporations. This system is still being 
pursued and will be continued unless 
we have the power to stop kt. The her- 
itage of the prospector is passing from 
him and he seems powerless to stop it 
without assistance. 

“There is only one of two things for 
this association to do; it must carry on 
this fight to a finish or drop it alto- 
gether. The mineral lands of Califor- 
nia are worth hundreds of millions of 
dollars and if we and the people of the. 
State, through apathy or neglect per- 
mit them to pass into the hands of cor- 
porations, who have no right or title 
to them whatever, we simply make 
them a present of so much wealth which 
belongs to us and we have only our- 
selves to blame for the consequences.” 


AN INJURED MAN. 


Architect A. Page Brown is Badly 
Smashed Up. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—Some 
doubt is expressed as to the recovery of 
A. Page Brown, the architect who was 
badly injured in a runaway accident 
last Monday. The doctors in attend- 
ance continue to give reassuring an- 
swers when questioned as to his condi- 
tion, but his friends are not hopeful. 

A list of the bones which were broken 
shows that Brown was badly hurt in 
every part of his frame. One leg was 
fractured in two places and a bone in 
the other leg was broken. One arm was 
fractured, his collar bone was broken 
and three ribs were cracked. These 
hurts, bad as they are, might not prove 
fatal as Brown is surrounded by skill- 
ful surgeons, but his skull has also been 
fractured. The injury to his head., 
combined with the damage to the other 
parts of his body, have caused those 
who know the facts to despair that he 
will recover. 

The fracture of the skull is over the 
nose and the left eye. -When he fell 
from the drag, his face struck on a 
stone’ or something else which would 
cut and a great gash was made. The 
nose was cut to a depth of half an inch. 
If he is also injured internally as sup- 
posed, there is hardly a remote chance 
that he will be pulled through by the 
doctors. So bruised and sore was he 
that not until some days after the ac- 
cident could they make a complete ex- 
amination and the full statement of 
the fractures is published today for the 
first time. 


CHRIST’S REVOLVER. 


It Causes the Death of the Barber’s 
Wife. 

MEGTLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 14.—About 10 
o’clock tonight word was sent to the 
Coroner’s office that the wife of William 
F. Christ, a barber residing at No. 1614 
L street, had been shot and killed by 
the accidental discharge of a revolver. 
It was true that the woman had been 
killed and her body was removed to the 
morgue. 

Christ explained that while he was in 
the act of placing his revolver upon a 
stand in the dining-room the weapon 
fell to the floor and was discharged, 
the bullet striking his wife in the head. 
Coroner Clark and the police officer who 
visited the house of Christ thought the 
circumstances were rather suspicious, 
and Christ was taken into custody. 

Dr. G. A. White, the county physician, 
probed for the bullet and found that it 
ranged downward. If the woman had 
met her death as her husband asserted, 
the bullet would have taken an upward 
course, The face and right eye of the 
woman were filled with powder burns, 
as if the pistol had been held close to 
her head. It is the opinion of the au- 
thorities that she was murdered. Mrs. 
Christ was a young and very pretty 
woman, and it is the supposition that 
her husband was jealous of her. 


THE MEXICAN HURRICANE. 


Eighteen Vessels Ashore—Five Lives 
Were Lost at La Pas. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—Private 
advices received today from Guaymas, 
dated October 13, say that the Mexican 
schooner Comet is a total loss at Al- 
tamura, fifteen miles from Altata. The 
captain was drowned and the crew 
saved. Steamer Diego lost her rudder 
and stern-post on Altata bar and is now 
repairing. In La Paz sixteen Mexican 
coasting vessels and the schooner Czar 
are ashore: In La Paz 184 houses are 
destroyed by the storm and rain. Five 
lives were lost. 

CAPT. VON HELMS REPORTS: 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—The Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship Company, own- 


have at last ena letter from Capt. 
von Helms of thet steamer, giving an 
account of the storm which swept the 
coast of Mexico and nearly destroyed 
La Paz. Capt. voi Helm's letter indi- 
cates that the destruction caused by 
the hurricane was far more general 
than might have been inferred from 
the telegraphic dispatches. San Jose 
del Cabo was badly damaged and Ma- 
zatian suffered heavily. The Willa- 
mette Valley escaped the storm by an- 
choring in Magdalena Bay. 


SORRY HE LOST. 


Atty.-Genh. Harmon on the Suit 
Against Stanford's Estate. 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—The gov- 
ernment’s suit against the Stanford es- 
tate is to be appealed immediately to 
the United State Supreme Court by the 
government. The latter's counsel here, 
ex-Judge L. D. McKisick, has received 
instructions to that effect from Atty.- 
Gen. Harmon. The dispatch, which was 
brief, said: “Sorry you lost, but feel you 
did everything possible. The case 
should be appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court.” 

Judge McKisick hopes to have his pe- 
tition for an appeal prepared and filed 
some time in the next two or three 
days. A citation or notice to the other 
side will then be issued, and within ten 
days he thinks the appeal should be 
perfected. In speaking about the sub- 
ject, Judge McKisick said: 

“When the appeal goes before the 
United States Supreme Court the At- 
torney-General, as is the custom, will 
enter an appearance and move the 
court to advance the case on the calen- 
dar and set it down for hearing on 
some specified day convenient to the 
court. The court usually grants such 
requests on the motion of the Attorney- 
General, but of course, the day for the 
hearing in the oase cannot be known 
until the court sets the date. 

“It is not the custom of the court to 
displace other cases specially set for 
others newly-advanced on the calen- 
dar, but I am inclined to think a hear- 
ing will be reached some time in De- 
cember. But, as it all rests in the dis- 
cretion of the court, I may be mistaken 
as to the time, and yet if the hearing 
is postponed later than next January 
I shall be somewhat surprised“ 


BIG MINING DEAL. 


Buckeye Placer Group Sold to a San 
Francisco Man. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CARSON (Nev.,) Oct. 14.—One of the 
largest mining deals for many years in 
this State was consummated last Sat- 
urday night, when the Buckeye group 
of placer mines, belonging principally 
to Carson people, were sold to Charles 
Lane of the firm of Lane, Hayward & 
Hobart of San Francisco for about 
$250,000. The mines are situated in 
Douglas county, twelve miles from Pine 
Nut, and have been worked since 1891, 
but owing to the scarcity of water, very 
little gold was taken out. The water 
which is to be used by the new owners 
will be brought from Alpine county, 
Cal., at a cost of about $150,000, and will 
necessitate the employment of a great 


many men, causing a revival of every 


business enterprise, the running of saw- 
mills, freight-teams, etc. 

Prominent railroad, mining and con- 
servative business men, speaking of the 
sale, say it is the best and most impor- 
tant thing for Western Nevada that has 
happened for many years and will 
cause a, revival of all mining and agri- 
cultural enterprises and assist in the 
sale of other mines and that the pro- 
duction of gold will hereafter exceed 
that of silver.

‘TEACHERS APPOINTED, 


OTHER BUSINESS OF THE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION. 


An Engineer for the High Scheel 
Elected Last Evening—Monthiy 
Report of Superintendent of 
Schools Foshay Receitved—Sta- 
tistics of Attendance. 


~ 


The Board of Education met in regu- 
lar session last evening, all the members 
of the board being present. A commau- 
nication was read from Nora D. May- 
hew, asking permission to use a room 
in the Spring-street school, once a week, 
from 3:15 to 5 p.m., for teaching pur- 
poses. The matter was referred to the 
Building Committee. 

Superintendent Foshay presented his 
report for the month of September, 
reading as follows: 

“The first month of our school work 
has been a very interesting one. When 
the Superintendent's reports for the 
first school month and the last school 
month of the last sehool year: were pre- 
sented, it was confidently expected that 
at the opening ot this school year’s 
work we should have the new butidings 


to accommodate the rapidly-increasiag 
school population, but to the regrét-of 
all, we were again compelled to 6 
our schools without adequate bui ng 
accommodations. 

"It has been no easy task to Gare for 
625 pupils in buildings intended to @e- 
commodate only 320. In establishing 
the double sessions, we have hal to 
meet the opposition of the taxpayl 
parent, who has insisted that his e 
should have a full day’s tniffon; ama 
the teacher whose wages must de cut 
from $77.50 to $70 per month. lam glad 
to state, however, that with but very 
few exceptions all have accepted our 
conditions and been very reasonable. 

“We have now more than twenty-six 
hundred children, above the kindergar- 
ten, who are limited to half-day school 
accommodations, but we have accom- 
modated all the children who are res.. 
dents of the city and have applied 
us for admission. 

“The statistical report for the month 
is as follows: 

“Number of days taught, 19; times 
tardy, teachers, 7; times tardy, pupils, 
970; total number days present, 212,989; 
total number of days absent, 7101; num- 
ber of boys on register, 5961; number of 
girls on register, 6377; total number en- 
rolled, 12,338; average number belong- 
ing, 11,584; average daily attendance, 
11. 210; per cent. of attendance, 97; visits 
of Superintendent, 186; visits of special 
teachers, 414; visits of Board of Edu- 
cation, 69; other visitors, 715.“ 

The Finance Committee reported ap- 
proving bills to the amount of %3227.26. 
The report was adopted and the bills 
ordered paid. 

Secretary Dandy reported tuition 
money received amounting to $259.2 
The Building Committee reported rec- 
ommending that additional outbutld- 
ings be constructed at the Union-aventie 
school, another room at the Hewitt- 
street school, and a sidewalk ccn- 
structed around the Sixteenth-street 
school building. The committee was in- 
structed by the board to carry out at 
once the recommendations made. 

A resolution was adopted the 
board petitioning the City Councfl to 
construct a sewer on Fourth street, 
from the 1 school to the St. 
Louis-street sch 

The Teachers’ 3 reported es 
follows: 

“We recommend that the resignation 
of Mr. Kriepper, a teacher in the High 
School, be accepted; also that thé res- 
ignation of Miss McDonald, principal 
of the Macy-street school, be accepted. 
We further recommend that Miss 
Leveille and Mr. Bransby be elected as 
regular teachers in the High School, 
and assigned to such work as the prin- 
cipal shall prescribe, and that Mes 
Stewart, of the Sixteenth- street 
be assigned to take the place of Mr. 
Knepper, resigned; also that M. A. 
Ramsdale be assigned to the eighth 
grade in the Sixteenth-street school 
that Miss West be assigned to the atte 
grade in the Ninth-street school, and 
that Miss Kate Desmond be 
to first grade in the Thirtieth 
school; also that W. C. Twiss Age — 
signed to the fifth grade in Castellar- 
street” school. 

“At the earnest solicitation of the Su- 
perintendent, we recommend that a.

Seventeent 
half day; and Miss Thurston as prindi- 
pal of the Macy-street school, ar 

“Also that the following-named be

ten; W. O. Lowe, grammar school; A.

Our exports of wheat during the 
months of July and August, 1894, (un- 
der the McKinley law) amounted to 
14,104,615 bushels, valued at $8,386,455. 


The following comparative state- 
ment, showing the quantities of adver- 
tising.matter printed in four daily pa- 
pers last Sunday, October 13, tells a 
significant story:

In other words, there was # falling off 
of 5,567,535 bushels, and a decrease in 
value of $2,744,642. 


In an article from which the above 


figures Are summarized, the American 
Economist shows further that our ex- 
port trade in flour was scarcely more 
satisfactory than our exports of wheat, 
though the money loss was somewhat 
less. The number of barrels of flour 
exported for the first two months of 
the fiscal year beginning with July 1, 


1894, was 2,662,769, valued at 89,429. 


680. For the corresponding months of 
the current fiscal year the exports were 
2,021,597 barrels, valued at $7,486,531; 
a detrease of 641,172 barrels, and a 
money loss of $1,943,289. Thus on 
wheat and flour alone, for the first two 
months of the current fiscal year, the 
money loss on exports was $4,687,941. 

It dan hardly be claimed that the 
Gorman-Brice-Wilson tariff has not 
yet had a fair trial. It had been in 
force a year when the above results 


* were accomplished, and had had ample 


time to bring about the beneficient re- 
sults claimed for it by its friends if it 
were capable of bringing about those 
results. 

Our dwindling exports and our in- 
creasiig imports alike attest the in- 
jury that is being inflicted upon Amer- 
ican industries by the present in- 
equitable tariff, which President Cleve- 
land Mmself so aptly termed “a tariff 
of peffdy and dishonor.” 


ADDITIONS AND DETRACTIONS. 


Thé Herald does not approve of what 
it 2 to term The Times tun- 
nel” on North Broadway, which would 
open direct route into the business 
section of the city for thousands of 
residents who are now shut out by an 
impassable hill, and are forced to make 
a detour whenever they have to come 
to town. 85 

On the other hand the Herald advo- 
cates, in a half-column editorial, the 
wideging of Main street to 100 feet 
trom Ninth street south to the city 


limits and beyond, for the purpose of 


accommodating a section where there 
is at present no obstacle whatever to 


traffic, and which is at least ten years | 


ahead of business. 

Meantime, while the Herald can see 
no goed in a much-needed public im- 
provement a few hundred feet north 
of the business center, it is working a 
little’ private real estate snap of its 
own some seventy-five miles north of 
Los Angeles, in that section of the 
Mojave Desert known as Antelope Val- 
ley. The Herald announces that “of 
the many generous offers made by 
warious newspapers throughout the 
country none have ever made quite so 
Mberai.a gift to its subscribers as the 
Herald is now doing.” In another 
column it refers to the liberal gift as 
“the greatest and most-unheard-of offer 
wer mace by a modern newspaper.”

BURBANK THEATER. The Fraw- 
ley Company's second week here be- 
gan last evening with a more than 
creditable presentation of William Gil- 
lette’s ‘bright and beguiling comedy 
“All the Comforts of Home,” a play 
which has the wearing quality to a 
marked degree.

(Pomona Progress:) There are 124 
cities in the United States of over 25,000 
inhabitants, of which 66 are in the At- 
lantic states, 48 in the middle states 
and 10 in the Pacific and Mountain 
states, The records of the San Antonio 
Fruit Exchange show that during the 
past year it shipped oranges to 16 cities 
in the Atlantic states, 42 in the Middle 
states and 18 in the Middle and Moun- 
tain states, nearly all of which—except 
some of those in the latter states— 
were cities of over 25,000 inhabitants. 
There are big markets in the Atlantic 
states not yet supplied with California 
oranges, but the markets of the Mid- 
dle and Western states seem to be 
pretty well occupied by the exchanges. 

(San Diego Union:) Reference was 
made recently to the fact that Los An- 
geles county, which is conceded to be 
one of the most progressive in Southern 
California, owed much of its growth 
and prosperity to the fact that ever 
since the collapse of the boom the peo- 
ple in that locality have industriously 
applied themselves to the task of rais- 
ing something to sell. Some statistics 
have recently come to hand which af- 
ford reasonably good evidence of their 
success in this respect. It appears from 
a statement furnished by the Southern 
California Railway Company that dur- 
ing the eleven months from October 1. 
1894, to ber 1, of this year, ship- 
ments of potatoes and other vegetables 
from Los Angeles county over that line 
aggregated 853 carloads. Of this num- 
ber 447 carloads went from the city of 
Los Angeles. Orange county, too, made 
a very respectable showing for the same 
period, shipments of potatoes and other 
vegetables reaching 179 carloads, of 
which 101 were from Santa Ana and 
48 from little Fullerton. 


(San Diego Union:) It should be the 
policy of the United States to especially 
promote commerce with all the repub- 
lics of the Western Hemisphere, Not 
only is the trade itself well worth se- 
curing, but it is a mistake from a po- 
litical point of view to allow it to pass 
into the hands of old-world nations. In 
view of this, it certainly seems strange 
that this country should discriminate 
against ite nearest neighbor. Under 
the present regulations all foreign ves- 
sels, except those of Mexico, are per- 
mitetd to enter United States ports 
upon payment of dues of 6 cents per 
ton. But Mextean vesels’are’ required 
to pay $1.06 per ton; and in addition to 
this a duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem is 
exacted on all merchandise imported 
in Mexican bottoms, This discrimina- 
tion against Mexico is an injustice to 
that country, and indicates a very 
shortsighted policy on the part of the 
United States. In Mexico a movement 
is now on foot to induce the govern- 
ment of this country to abolish these 
disriminating duties. It would seem 
that there should be an effort here in 
that behalf. It is probable that upon a 
proper showing Congress might be in- 
duced at the coming session to take 
steps to afford relief. The matter is 
one in which San Diego has a direct in- 
terest. It was these discriminating du- 
ties that drove the Montserratte and 
Alessandro from this port a few years 
ago. Some suitable action on the part 
of the local Chamber of Commerce in 
the form of a petition to Congress or 
other means would certainly seem to 
be a proper step. , 


WALLACE’S WOES. 


A Fresh Charge of Embesslement is 
Filed Against Him. 


A fresh charge of embezzlement was 
filed yesterday against William J. Wal- 
lace, who was surrendered last Satur- 
day by his bondsmen. Wallace has a 
fifty days’ sentence on a former 
charge, but has appealed his case. 

The complaining witness in the pres- 
ent case is Mrs. Alice B. Elderkin, who 
alleges that Wallace embezzled a 
horse, buggy and harness, valued at 
$150, entrusted to him by her and her 
husband, Platt B. Elderkin. Wallace 
was to sell the rig for the Elderkins. 
It seems that he did so, but kept the 
proceeds. 

The Elderkins charge Wallace with 
ingratitude. They say they gave him 
money and befriended him in many 
ways, before they found out that he 
was an ingrate and a worthless char- 
acter generally. 

Wallace, it is claimed, accompanied 
Elderkin, who is an attorney and pos- 
sessed of considerable means, from Se- 
attle to Los Angeles last spring. They 
appeared to be fast friends, and Wal- 
lace gave it out that Elderkin was go- 
ing to start him up in business. Elder- 
kin, it seems, discovered that he 
trusted Wallace too far, hence the 
present opurt proceedings. 

Wallace's bond was fixed at $1500, 
but, as he has just been surrendered 
on a $100 bond, it is probable that he 


will have to remain in jail for some 
time yet.

BENEATH THE WATERS 
OF WESTLAKE. 


Searchers for the Departed Police 
Officer's Remains Made a Very 
Gruesome Discovery. — 


\ 
Death Was Not Caused by Drowning, 
but by a Bullet Hole Through ~— 
the Victim’s Head. 


The Generally Accepted Theory is 
Suicide, but it May be That He 
Was Murdered—Gossip About 

the Tragedy. 


The mystery as to the fate of Police 
Officer J. F. Maguire has been cleared 
up, in-so-far as it has been ascertained 
that he is dead, and that he appar- 
ently died by his own hand; but the why 
and wherefore of his taking off remain 
a matter of speculation. | 

The body of the unhappy policeman 
was fished out of the lake at Westlake 
Park about 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. It was not a case of drowning, 
as a bullet-hole through the cranium 
showed that he was shot before the 
silent waters closed over his stalwart 
form. 

The Maguire mystery was almost the 
sole topic of conversation in police cir- 
cles yesterday, nor was interest in the 
fate of the officer confined to the mem- 
bers of the force alone. It is not an ex- 
aggeration to say that almost the en- 
tire population of the city felt the ex- 
citement and wondered what had be- 
fallen Maguire, for he was an officer

who was widely known and had a host 
of friends. 

Speculation was rife all day long as 
to what had really become of the man. 
The murder and suicide theories were 
discussed from every ‘possible point of 
view. The majority favored the latter 
solution of the mystery, and there were 
not a few who professed to believe that 
the horse and buggy tied by the lake 
and the hat floating on the water were 
but part of a cleverly-laid plan on the 
part of Maguire to leave the country to 
avoid facing some difficulty in which he

} HOW THE BODY WAS FOUND. 

The greater portion of yesterday fore- 
noon was spent by several officers in 
dragging the lake in the vicinity of the 
place where Maguire’s hat was found 
floating on the water, but without suc- 
cess. In the afternoon the search was 
renewed. About 3 o’clock, Officer Bene- 
dict, who was in a boat, thought he saw 
something bobbing up and down in 
about three feet of water near the shore. 
He called to a boy on the bank to see 
what it was. The boy peered into the 
water and replied: 

It's the body of a man.“ 

Sergt. Smith was the first to grapple 
the corpse and bring it to the surface. 
It was indeed the body of poor Ma- 
guire, and what e sight! 

He lay face downward in the water, 
a half burned cigar’ clenched tightly 
between his teeth in the left corner of 
his mouth. A gaping wound on each 
side of his head showed how he came 
to his death. In his left hand was 
grasped tightly a note written on a 
Postal telegraph blank. 

The body was towed to the shore and 
laid on the grass, where it was soon sur- 
rounded by a crowd of curious people. 
Coroner Campbell was telephoned for, 
and meanwhile dragging for the wea- 
9 which Maguire was killed was 

n. In a very few minutes it was 
found near the place where the body 
lay, the revolver which Maguire had 
carried for a number of years, the 
same weapon with which he accident- 
ally shot his friend, John Grant, and 
with which he finally took his own life. 
There is little doubt as to that, although 
there as still a few who insist that he 
was murdered. 

Coroner Campbell soon appeared and 
took charge of the remains. After not- 
ing the place where the body was found 
and making a careful examination of 
the surroundings, he delivered the 
corpse to Kregelo & Bresee to whose 
morgue it was taken and where the in- 
quest will be held today. 

The reason the body was not found- 
soner was because the searching party 
did not expect to find it in such shallow 
water and so near the shore. The head 
pointed shoreward and was about ten 
feet from the brink, in three feet of 
water. 

APPARENTLY SUICIDE. 

The Coroner, from the cursory exami- 
nation made on the spot, is satisfied 
that Maguire killed himself. All the 
appearances indicated that he drove to 
the lake for the express pu of 
making away with himself. After tying 
his horse to a post near the toolhouse 
at the north end of the lake, he walked 
a short distance along the bank, toward 
the west, till ne found a convenient 
place, near the lily pond, to step down 
into the water. Then he may have 
waded out to a point where it was 
about four feet deep, where he paused 
and deliberately blew out his brains. 
In the death agony his jaws closed with 
the grip of a vice upon the cigar he 
had in his mouth when he pulled the 
trigger. 

The features of the dead man wore 
a look of grim determination, and the 
half-burned cigar, which has not been 
removed from the mouth, gives the 
corpse almost a grotesque appearance. 

The wounds indicate that Maguire, if 
he was his own murderer, placed the 
muzzle of his revolver to the left side 
of his head, an inch or two above the 
ear, and fired. There are distinct pow- 
der marks around a ragged hole nearly 
an inch in diameter. The bullet passed 
through the fore part of the brain, 
ranging downward, and came out at 
the right temple, the whole right side 
of his skull being literally blown out. 
There is an oval-shaped hole at least 
five inches long and three inches wide 
at the broadest place. The lower end of 
the hole is at the point of the cheek- 
bone; the upper end is above the right 
ear. 

The wound made by the bullet at the 
point of egress looks as though it 
might have been made with an ax, and 
at first sight the impression made is 
that it was so inflicted. The weapon 
used, however, a 45-caliber revolver, is 


fully capable of producing such a 
wound. 


Four chambers of the revolver were 
empty, but he could not have shot him- 


— 


self more than once. Parties living at 
the boathouse claim to have heard 
four shots in the direction of the place 
where the tragedy was enacted, be- 
tween 12 and 1 o’clock Saturday night. 
This etatement was made before the 
revolver was found, and establishes the 
fact that four shots were really fired. 
This is accounted for by the theory 
that Maguire shdt thrice into the air 
before turning the gun upon himself, 
evidently for the purpose of creating 
the impression that he had fousht a 
duel or was murdered, as itis thought 
likely that he did not desire his friends 
to know that he committed suicide. It 
may be, too, that he first tested his re- 
volver, or fired three shots at random 
while picking up courage to carry cut 
his rash design. 

The story Maguire told to friends 
about having trouble with.a man from 
Texas, who Was liable to kill him, and 
with whom he expected to have a shoot- 


ins scrape, is believed to be a figment, 


invented as part of his plan to make 
way with himself without paining his 
friends with the thought that he com- 
mitted suicide; but it may have been 
based on truth. A few of his friends 
venture the opinion that he had become. 
mentally unbalanced and had an hallu- 
cination that he was being pursued by 
a man with whom he had trouble in 
Texas years ago, and that it was 
through fear of him that he killed him- 
self, but this theory is generally 
scouted, as Maguire was a brave man 
and not afraid to meet any foe. 


A CLEW TO THE MYSTERY. 


A clew to Maguire’s reason for mak- 
ing way with himself is perhaps found 
in the note which was found clenched 
in his left hand. This note read in sub- 
stance as follows: ’ 

“Mrs. Lewis: Meet me at 9 o’clock 
sharp for a few minutes, sure. Answer. 

“J. F. MAGUIRE.” 

This note was sent to Mrs. Hannah 
Lewis of No. 702 East First street by 
Maguire Saturday evening. It was sent 
back to him with her reply, which was 
found in one of his pockets. Her reply 
was: Where shall I meet you?” 

Mr. Lewis, the woman’s husband, 
showed to a Times reporter yesterday 
evening Maguire’s reply to Mrs. Lewis's 
note. It read as follows: 

“Mrs. H. Lewis: Can I see you at 
your place about three minutes at 9 
o'clock sharp. . F. MAGUIRE.” 

“Did you see Mr. Maguire at 9 o’clock 
Saturday evening, Mrs. Lewis?” queried 
the reporter. 

“I did. He came here to my store at 
that hour and talked with me a few 
minutes, according to his request.“ 

What was the nature of his inter- 
view with you?” 

“I cannot tell you. It was privat 
business between him and me and I 
don’t want it to get into the news 
pers, was the substance of 
Lewis’s reply. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lewis were both greatly 
exercised over the insinuations in the 
evening papers that they knew more 
about. poor Maguire’s sad taking off 
than they cared to tell, and that he com- 
mitted suicide on account of trouble he 
got into with their daughter. Their in- 
dignation knew no bounds at the at- 
tempt to couple their names, or that of 
Maguire or their daughter, with any 
act of dishonor. 

“T tell you, Maguire did not commit 
suicide. He was murdered. He was an 
honest man and a gentleman and 
seemed like one of our own family. He 
would not have hurt.one hair of the 
head of any one of our children. This 
talk about him paying our daughter's 
way to New York city is a falsehood. 
The attempt to make a scandal out of 
her going there is an outrage, and 
somebody should be punished for print- 
ing such stories.“ 

Mr. and Mrs. Lewie both delivered 
themselves of the foregoing sentiments 
with a great deal of emphasis. The dead 
policeman, they aver, had no stauncher 
friend than themselves, and none who 
so sincerely grieve his uphappy end. In 
this connection it is proper to tell who 
the Lewises are. 

THE LEWIS FAMILY. 

Mr. Lewis is a Hebrew merchant, 
broken down both in health and for- 
tune, whose present occupation is sell- 
ing spectacles on the streets. Almost 
any hour of the day he may be seen 
with his wares spread out before him 
at the entrance to Music Hall. He lives 
at No. 702 East First street, where Mrs. 
Lewis conducts a small grocery. The 
couple are well along in years and have 
four children. The eldest daughter is a 
charming young woman of twenty odd 
summers. here are two younger 
daughters who are also said to be 
beauty buds. The eldest girl, who is 
now in New York city, is understood to 
have been Magulre's flancee, although 
the old people would not admit it; 
neither did they deny it when asked 
whether it was true that Maguire ex- 
pected to marry their daughter. 

Maguire's friendship for the family 
and admiration of Miss Lewis is known 
to have been great. He first learned to 
know the family at Seymour, Tex., 
where Lewis is reported to have been 
at one time quite a wealthy merchant. 
His health failed him, however, and he 
met business reverses, whihc finally re- 
sulted in his coming to Los Angeles and 
starting in business anew on a very 
humble scale. That was nine years ago, 
and when Maguire came here a year 
later, in the capacity of @ deputy sheriff 
from Texas in.search of a fugitive from 
justice, he met Lewis on the street and 
they renewed acquaintance. Lewis says 
he had befriended Maguire in Texas by 
getting him a good situation as foreman 
of a ranch. Maguire never forgot the 
kindness and as he concluded to remain 
here, he became an intimate friend of 


the family and a constant visitor at the | 


‘Lewis mansion. 
UNREQUITED LOVE. 


Maguire saw Miss Lewis, whom 
he had known since she was a 


‘child, bud into lovely ‘womanhood, 


and became enamored of her 
charms. He was very attentive to 
her prior to her departure for New 
York city last May to visit relatives and 
study music. Maguire confided in some 
of his brother officers that he was en- 
gaged to the girl. The parents deny 
that he furnished money to pay her ex- 
penses while in New York, but there is 
at least one witness to the fact that 
Maguire sent a $300 draft to Miss Lewis 
since she has been in New York. He 
was a man of most generous impulses, 
and there is no doubt that he was will- 
ing to pay the expenses of the girl he 
loved, even if he had to borrow the 
money with which to do it. 

To make a long story short, the theory 
of some of the most intimate friends of 
the dead manis that he killed himself 
because of unrequited love. They main- 
tain that he learned recently, or at 
least suspected, that his betrothed was 
playing him false, and that she, pos- 
sibly, had transferred her affections to 
another man. Maddened by this 
thought, and discouraged at the appar-. 
ent failure of his life, he formed and 
carried out the plan to kill himself 
already described. 

MAGUIRE’S FINANCES. 

When John Maguire came to Los An- 
geles from Texas eight years ago, he 
brought with him about $1000. He was 
not a spendthrift, but, principally ow- 
ing to his exceeding liberality his money 
slipped through his fingers. Four or 


five years ago he is alleged to have 


lost $500 or $600 by betting on elections. 
He worked. regularly on the police 
force, but, his little surplus once being 
gone, he found it difficult to accumu- 
late any savings out of his meager 
salary of $80 to 390 a month. It fre- 
quently happened of late years that he 
was a borrower, but his loans were al- 
ways scrupulously paid back. No one 
ever charged Maguire with dishonesty. 

It is claimed that during the yas 
summer he paid a good portion of his 
salary to John Grant, the friend whom 
he accidentally shot. This, with the 
remittances he is alleged to have sent 
to his fiance, kept him down to hard- 
pan. Although he drew last month's 
salary but a few days ago, the last day

ot his life found him a. borrower. Most 
of he ayed last Satur- 
day evening was borrowed. Capt. J. B. 
Neville loaned him $40 Saturday after- 
noon and he tad a check cashed for 
$35 at Polaski’s cigar store, which 1s 
also said to have been borrowed money. 
He is said to have had at least $76 cash 
the early part of Saturday night. Most 
of this was in gold, $20 of which he bad 
changed to currency at the Peestess sa- 
loon, about 6 o'clock. 

When his body was found his purse 
contained only six silver dollars, a 25- 
cent piece, a dime and a nickel. What 
became of the rest of his money is 4 
mystery, and gives some color to the 
murder theory. Those who believe 
that he committed suicide on account of 
Miss Lewis, are of the opinion that he 
mailed the money to her, or gave it 
to her parents or sister, when he called 
at the store. The Lewises, however, ve- 
hemently deny that he did any such 
thing. 2 

Mr. Lewis was probably the last man 
who saw Maguire alive. He drove up 
to Mrs. Lewis's store at about 12:30 


o’clock Saturday night and called to 


Lewis from the to bring him out 
two cigars. Lewis did so, and says Ma- 
guire took two dimes out of his purse, 
which seemed to contain considerable 
money, to pay for the cigars. While 
Lewis advocates the murder theory, he 


says he does not believe that robbery | 


was the object. 
A gentleman who was very familiar 
with Maguire’s financial and vate af- 
fairs, and who himself frequently 
loaned him considerable sums of money, 
says Maguire tried to borrow some 
large sums last Saturday, and he thinks | 
his object was to get enough to go to 
New York to see Miss Lewis, but, fail- 
ing to raise the required amount, he be- 
came discouraged and killed himself as 
the easiest way out of what he co 
ered hopeless trouble. 
DEATH OR DISHONOR. 
The stories about Maguire having 
been mixed up in a scandal. which 
caused him to take his life rather than 
face exposure, are bitterly denounced 
by some of his closest friends. A few. 
of his fellow officers, however, hint at @ 
situation that left no course open to 
Maguire except death or dishonor, and 
he chose the former. One of these 
wiseacres said yesterday: ; 
“There are only three or four of us 
who know the real reason why Maguire 
Killed himself, but it wouldn’t do for 
us to tell, as it would make trouble for 
a lot of innocent people. There was 
nothing left for him to do but to die 
or run the risk of being everilastingly 
disgraced, He could have gone awa 
from here, but his conscience woul 
have made life unendurable wherever 
he went. The poor fellow simply made 


took his own life.” 

There were no bloodstains or signs of 
a struggle anywhere around the 
der of the lake to indicate that Maguire 
was murdered and his body thrown 
into the water.

THE COAST LINE. 


PRESIDENT HUNTINGTON’S TRIP 
OVER THE NEW ROAD. 


The Vanderbilts Still Hope to Own 
a Line of Railroad Spanning 
the Continent. 


They Will Get the Union Pacific 
and Central Pacific if They Can—. 
Two Millions to be Divided— 
Local Railroad News. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
San Francisco says: President C. P. 
Huntington and the other Southern 
Pacific officials who left for a trip over 
the coast division on Friday, have re- 
turned to town. 

The special was run as far 
south as the rails had been laid on the 
extension below Guadalupe. President 
Huntington was particularly inter- 
ested in that part of the road below 
Santa Margarita, for the forty-one 
miles of tratk between that station 
and Guadalupe have been completed 
and placed in operation since his last 
trip over the coast division. The tun- 
nels between Santa Margarita and San 
Luis Obispo were inspected on Satur- 
day morning and the train then weat 
on to Guadalupe. It was General 
Manager Kruttschnitt's first trip over 
the coast division and he carefully 
surveyed every mile of the road. 

The work of construction on the Guad- 
alupe extension is being pushed as rap- 
idly as the heavy grades will permit. 
As is well known, the Southern Pacific 
Company intends to extend the coast 
division through to Ellwood, the ter- 
minus of the line running out of Santa 
Barbara, and thus complete the ‘coast 
line to Los Angeles. When completed 
the coast line will be made the popu- 


lar route for passenger travel between 


San Francisco and Southern Califor- 
nia, and the San Joaquin Valley lines 
will be maintained for freight and lo- 
cal business. This is the Southern Pa- 
cific’s plan as announced by the offi- 
cials in the general office of the com- 
pany some months ago. President 
Huntington is very much pleased with 
the work which has been done on the 
coast division during the year, and it 
is regarded as highly probable that an 
order may be issued before long for 
the commencement of work at El- 
wood, that the coast line may be fin- 
ished the sooner. 


THAT VANDERBILT AMBITION 
AGAIN, 

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—There is a ru- 
mor current in railway circles that the 
Vanderbilts are seeking to obtain con- 
trol of the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific, with a view to having a trans- 
continental road from New York to San 
Francisco, The Chicago Tribune in an 
article on this subject, says: 

“Ever since this famous contract was 
made between the Union Pacific and 
the Chicago and Northwestern rall- 
ways, whereby the former secured the 
right to dictate the through rates from 
the West to Chicago and the latter the 
through rates from Chicago to points 
on the Union Pacific, west of Omaha, 
rumors have been current that the Van- 
derbilts would sooner or later secure 
full control of the Union Pacific prop- 
erty. A plan for the reorganization of 
the Union Pacific is now in course of 
preparation and the preliminary steps 
already taken indicate beyond a doubt 
that when the Union Pacific gets out of 
the hands of the receivers it will be 
controlled and operated by the eo em 
and Northwestern, which is one of the 


| Vanderbilt roads. 


The Reorganization Committee 
which has just been announced, has 
among its members Chauncey M. De- 
pew, president of the New York Cen- 
tral, and Marvin Hughitt, president of 


the Northwestern. These two able lieu- 


tenants of the Vanderbilts will no doubt 
be able to control the other members 
of the committee, who are mostly presi- 
dents of trust compauies holding Union 
Pacific securities. At one time Jay 
Gould held a controlling interest in the 
Union Pacific, and this, it is said, has 
been secured by the Vanderbilts. A 
deal is said to have been made between 
George Gould and the Vandeprbilts 
whereby the former is to be given con- 
trol of the Kansas Pacific, which is to be 
operated by the Missouri Pacific, while 
the latter will take the main line of the 
Union Pacific from Omaha west and 
make it part of the Northwestern sys- 
tem. The Vanderbilts have no use for 
the Kansas Pacific, as they have no 
line to Kansas City to connect with it, 
and, besides, the main line of the Union 
Pacific from Omaha will give them an 
outlet to Denver by the Julesburg cut- 


ff. 

“With the Union Pacific in control of 
the Chicago and Northwestern the lat- 
ter will have a direct and independent 
line direct from Chicago through to 
Ogden and Salt Lake, with a branch 
line to Denver, which will give it a 
great advantage over the Burlington 
and Rock Island roads, which run only 
to Denver. Should the Vanderbilts also 
be able to keep the Oregon Short Line 
in the Union Pacific, they will have in- 
dependent lines from New York 
through to Portland, Or. 

“The most startlnig rumor which has 
lately gained currency is that the Van- 
derbilts look still further than the ac- 
“ae of the Union Pacific and the 

regon Short Line. Their great aim 
and object is said to be the control of 
a line through to San Francisco, and to 
gain this end it is said they are now 
negotiating with C. P. Huntington with 
a view of securing control of the Cen- 
tral Pacific. 

“The new plan for reorganization of 
the Union Pacific is said to provide for 
the raising of $10,000,000 on which 6 per 
cent. interest and a commission will be 
allowed. The first step will be the pur- 
chase of defaulted coupons. But be- 
fore any definite action is taken a de- 
termined onslaught will be made on 
Congress to secure some action that 
will relieve the new company from the 
burden of the government debt. 

TO. DIVIDE THE EARNINGS. | 

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—Judge Cornish, 
master in chancery in the Union Pa- 
cific litigation, will hear testimony to- 
morrow at Omaha in regard to the ap- 
plications for the division of the earn- 
ings of the Oregon Short Line system. 
The Union Pacific receivers are under- 
stood to have in their possession 32. 
000,000 of Oregon Short Line earnings. 
The delay in apportioning these earn- 
ings among the lines tributary to the 
system has prevented the payment of 
interest in Oregon Short Line sixes and

Condition of Bridges Reported by 
the City Engineer. 

The City Engineer presented a lengthy 
report to the Council yesterday, giving 
in detail the condition of every bridge 
in the city. The report is as follows: 

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

“In the matter of changing the grade 
of St. Louis street between Fourth and 
Sixth streets, the total frontage af- 
fected’ by said change amounts to 
2449.17 feet and the petition, with the 
frontage owned by the city added 
thereto (as per your instructions of Oc- 
tober 8), represents a total of 2244.62 
feet, which is a majority. I therefore 
present herewith an ordinance of in- 
tention to change said grade in con- 
formity with said petition.” Adopted. 

“An ordinance of intention to estab- 
lish the grade of Douglas street from 


Kensington road to Sunset boulevard.” 
Councilman Second Ward. 


necessary to abandon all proceedings 
for the paving of Third street. The 
grade book of this department shows 
that the grade of this street has been 
established. but in looking over the 
old ordinances, I find that the grade 
book is at fault; that on a portion of 
the street the grade has not been estab- 
lished consequently the Council has no 
jurisdiction. It would require endless 
time on each piece of work if we are 
compelled to go back through the an- 
cient history of this department in 
every case. When I first entered upon 


Council's attention to the unreliable 
condition of a great deal of our most 
valuable data, but, owing to lack of 
funds, it has been impossible for me 
to do but very little toward remedying 
these defects. I have been compelled 
now to issue the order that hereafter 
no proceedings shall be instituted in 
this department without first tracing 
everything back to its origin, regardless 
of the time it requires, as it is quite 
evident that time will be saved in some 
cases. 

“On that portion where the grade is 
established, we find that the present 
improvements vary from six inches to 
one foot from the established grade. I 
would therefore. recommend that the 
property-owners be requested to peti- 
tion your honorable body to change the 
grade to conform to these improve- 
ments, as it would be an isjustice to. 
them to be compelled to tear up curbs 


and walk that are laid to a satisfac- 
tory, though not official, grade.“ Re-

ceived; said proceedings ordered aban-

“In accordance with your instructions 
authorizing me to prepare the neces- 
gary plan for the projected Los Feliz 
bridge across the Los Angeles River, I 
have prepared a situation plan show- 
ing the location of the bridge in refer- 
ence to the adjoining streets, and a gen- 
eral and detail plan illustrating a one- 
hundred-and-twenty-foot combination 
truss bridge, supported on four cylin- 
drical piers and two adjacent trestle 
approaches of 135 and 60 feet respect- 
ively. The entire length of the bridge 
‘structure aggregates 315 feet with 18 
feet width of roadway. In order to pro- 
tect the bridge piers against the action 
of the current of the Los Angeles River, 
I deem it advisable to construct a pile 
wing dam of 200 feet length on the 
eastern upward end of the bridge. My 
estimate for constructing this bridge 
‘complete in the very best and most sub- 
stantial manner is $1000. This sum does 
not include the cost of obtaining right- 
of-way and grading for a distance of 
240 feet, in order to make direct connec- 
tion with Columbus avenue. The pres- 
ent road is not advisable to use for this 
purpose on account of its irregular 
character and indirect location for the 
projected bridge. I would recommend 
to your honorable body that, according 
to the customary plan in advertis- 
ing for bids, the bridge companies be 
required to submit plans and specifica- 
tions for an 100-poundcombination truss 
bridge with pile bent approaches and 
according to instructiveplans and apec- 
ifications on file in the City Engineer’s 
office. 

“According to your instructions of 
August 29, I have made a, careful in- 
spectién of all the bridges in the city, 
with the exception of the iron bridges 
on First street, Downey avenue and 
Buena Vista stfeet. Following is a 
statement of the condition of each 
bridge: 
NINTH-STREET BRIDGE. 

“This is a combination bridge of 
three spans of 100 feet, with two road- 
ways, one of which was originally 
used for a street-car track, but which 
is not used at present; the other road- 
way, 18 feet wide, is the only one to 
be considered in this report. The two 
middle pliers of this bridge, which are 
10x10 redwood piles, are slightly rotten 
but will probably last for a few years 
yet. Also the fender pile at the west 
pier is broken off, leaving this pier un- 
protected from the danger of being 
broken by floating debris during a 
flood, this danger, however, is not very 
great. So far as material is concerned 
the rest of this bridge is in fair condi- 
tion except that it needs painting. The 
trusses are very weak, however, not be- 
ing safe for a moving load of over 600 
pounds per lineal foot. The safe mov- 
ing load ought to be at least 1600 pounds 
per lineal foot. 

SEVENTH-STREET BRIDGE. 

“I have already submitted a report on 
the condition of this bridge in my re- 
port of September 16, 1895. 

ALISO- STREET BRIDGE. 

“This is a bridge of three combina- 
tion Pratt trusses of 100 feet span, with 
a: foot-walk on the north side, and 
which is supported partly by this 
bridge and partly by the iron 
bridge on the north side which was 
formerly used by a street-car line. The 
material in this bridge is all in fair 
condition. except that it needs painting. 
The trusses are very weak, the safe 
moving load being only 540 pounds per 
lineal foot; the safe moving load should 
de at least 1800 pounds per lineal foot 
on the main roadway besides the load 
which might come upon the foot-walk. 
This foot-walk is unsafe and would be 
almost sure to fail if it were even mod- 
erately crowded with people. It should 
be removed and arrangements made, if 


for a foot bridge. 
MACY-STREET BRIDGE. 

“This is the oldest bridge in the city, 
but the timber is all apparently in good 
condition exéept one diagonal which is 
broken. At the points where the diag- 
onal braces are framed into the chords 
they are liable to rot and t 
bridge very unsafe. Even if every 
piece of timber in it is good, the bridge 
is the weakest in the city and should 
be repaired. This could be done by 
transforming it to the Howe truss pat- 
tern and would be comparatively cheap 
as much of the old timber could be 
used. It would, of course, be much 
cheaper to build an entire new bridge, 
which in the end would be much 
cheaper, though the present expense 
would be much greater. * 

BUENA VISTA- STREET BRIDGE. 

J have not examined the iron spans 
of this bridge, but I find the approaches 
in fair condition with the exception of 
the brick piers at the east end. One of 
these piers is broken and in bad shape 
and another is settled so that the 
wooden cap does not rest on it except 
when a heavy load passes and springs 
the cap down. 

PASADENA-AVENUE BRIDGE. 

“This is a bridge of two combination 
Pratt trusses of 100 feet span, with an 
approach of two spans, one 40 feet and 
the other 50 feet. The general condi- 
tion of the trusses is fair, though they 
are not as strong as they should be. 
Three of the floor beams are rotten 
and should be replaced; also some of 
the floor joists are too short and are 
spliced in a very weak manner. The 
pile bents in the piers of the approach 
are in very bad shape, being very rot- 
ten; these should also be replaced by 
new piers. 

WALNUT-STREET BRIDGE. 

“With the exception of the iron 
bridges at First street, Buena Vista 
street and Downey avenue, this is the 
only good bridge in the city. Some of 
the piles of the approach of this bridge 
are beginning to rot but not enough to 
be at all dangerous for a year or two. 
‘TRESTLE BRIDGE ON MACY 

STREET. 


“This bridge is in a very bad condi- 
tion; many of the timbers being rotten. 
The floor has been raised several feet 
by placing short posts on top of the 
trestle bents. This work has not been 
well braced and is in general poor con- 
dition. The bridge is not worth repair- 
ing but should be entirely rebuilt; some 
of the old timber could be used, how- 
ever, in a new structure. 

BRIDGE ON ALISO NEAR PLEAS- 
ANT STREET. 

“This bridge, which is not much 
more than a large culvert, is apparently 
in fair condition, except that some of 
the piles are beginning to rot. 

The culvert at Sunset avenue and 
Pleasant street has lately been repaired 
and almost entirely rebuilt, but two of 
the floor joists, which are of very poor 
timber, have been broken by the load 
on the floor so that they are absolutely 
worthless. They should be replaced at 
once as the floor may give way under a 
heavy load. 

“The trestle bridge on State street, 
between Magnolia avenue and McAliis- 
ter street, is in fair condition.” Bridge 
Committee.

J. Bidwell Errington is Again a 
Free Man. 


The Errington trial is at an end, and 
last night the man who shot Herbert 
Jones slept outside of prison bars for 
the first time in many months. The 
long, close, technical fight drew to a 
close late yesterday afternoon and at 
8 p.m. the jury returned with a verdict 
of “not guilty.” Errington took it qui- 
etly enough, but his face was that of a 
man wo had received a new lease of 
life, and his sister burst into passionate 
weeping, so great was the relief after 
the long anguish of suspense: Many 
people returned to the court in the 
evening, so great was the interest in 
this hard-fought game between two 
skilléd fencers—a game wherein the 
stake was a man’s life, and the sym- 
pathy created for the defendant by the 
masterful handling of his case was keen 
enough to produce a general feeling of 
satisfaction at the conclusion arrived 
at by the jury, in spite of the fact that 
the young man most undoubtedly sent 
Herbert Jones to his death. 

At-the opening of court in the morn- 
ing the room was crowded even m 
than usual, there being hardly stand- 
ing room inside the door and the gal- 
lery being also filled with listeners. The 
interest continued unabated all day. 
for the two arguments occupied all o 
both morning and afternoon sessions.

the jury-box. He began with a cordial 
and graceful acknowledgment of. the 
many courtesies that had been ex- 
tended to him by his opponents in the 
case, and by the judge, and then, turn- 
ing to the jury, earnestly besought 
them to enter into the character of the 
excited, passionate, bewildered. scene 
that took place four months ago, and to 
deal with the young defendant as they 
would. wish their own sons to be dealt 
with in a ike case, not in any way con- 
trary to the law, but with a saving re- 
membrance of the circumstances. and 
the motives which prompted the rash 
act committed on that fatal night of 
June 11. 

Taking up the brilliant and searching 
argument made on Saturday by the Dis- 
trict Attorney. Mr. Spencer skilfully 
analyzed it and used the sweeping con- 
demnation as a groundwork for his own 
appeal to the judgment of the jury. He 
did not deny the fatal act committed 
by Errington, but based his argument 
on the fact that the defendant was a 
hard-working, unsophisticated country 
boy, who had been drawn into folly 
and then into crime by the allurements 
of an attractive woman. 

One by one the strings were drawn 
out and the edges taken off the sar- 
casms of the District Attorney, even 
while full justice was done to the op- 
ponent, who had been a foeman well 
worthy of the steel even of this distin- 
guished criminal lawyer, and the evi- 
dence was presented in a reasonable 
and unimpassioned way, calculated to 
disarm a body of men presumably 
steeled against sentiment. 

Much of the evidence in the case was 
reviewed, and t after point was 
made in the theory of self-defense, 
which was to prove so successful. 

The speaker seldom broke into flights 
of eloquence,~ preferring to deal with 
the simple sto of the case as it ap- 
peared to him, but when he did sprin 
into impassioned appeal, the pathos an 
the power of it swept all before him. He 
spoke for four hours, resuming the 
recess, and held his audience in sym- 
pathy with him through every change 
of mood. 

At 3:30 the District Attorney rose to 
conclude the case for the prosecution, 
and, although he had made his princi- 
pal talk on Saturday and his audience 
was tired by the long strain of close at- 
tention to the speaker who preceded 
him, the interest revived afresh as the 
pleasant, soft drawl which has rung 
like a knell in the ears of so many 
criminals, was heard in the first low 
words addressed to the jury. 

Mr. Spencer was right in dreading the 
eloquence of his opponent, and his well- 
known power of “getting close to the 
jury,” for the speech that followed, .al- 
though much briefer, was as forcible 
and convincing as his own, so much so, 
indeed, that the general feeling through 
the audience predicted a disagreement 
of the jury. Following the example of 
his opponent, Mr. McComas confined 
himself chiefly to the evidence in the 
case, and then was shown to a mar- 
velous degree how a story may be told 
in two ways, so different that the hear- 
ers hardly knew which way was north 
with regard to the killing of Herbert 
Jones.

The New Track is Good—Local and 
Personal Notes. 


SANTA MONICA, Oct. 14.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) The opening public 
event at the new bicycle track here is 
scheduled for Saturday next, but mean- 
while the scorchers have been here test- 
ing the quality of the new course, A 
carload of them came down on the 
morning train yesterday, and they all 
concede that little remains to be done 
to make the course a perfect one. The 
seating capacity arranged for the pub- 
lic will accommodate 2000 people. 
Within the track the ground is to be 
parked. A water main follows the track 
tts entire length with a tap every 100 
feet.

“Whenever text-books have not been 
mentioned in the outline, the regular 
text-books are to be used unless later 
provision is made. Supplementary 
books will be suggested and furnished 
from time to time. Teachers may use 
any text-book as a hand-book, and 
within certain limits indicated in rela- 
‘tion to selections in reading, and aids in 
history, geography and other subjects, 
may permit pupils to use other books, 
but they must not direct pupils to pur- 
chase text- books 2 than those 
authorised for regular use.“ 

Five changes in text-books have been 
made by the State. The supervising 
principal and the City Board of Educa- 
tion have simply suggested two sup- 
plementary text-books: Blaisdell’s- phy- 
siology and Montgomery’s larger United 
States history.
